II. You are to cauſe Liſt rhe Names of the Souldiers, both Horſe and Foot, 
and ſet down the names of their Parents, Deſignations, and dwellings: places, 
and to Rank them in their reſpeRive Companies, and to deliver thele Liſth to 
the reſpective Leiurenants. :5= <= | Re | 
1I:. You are to change no Souldier, Horſe or Foot, for another, withour 
expreſs conſent of the Licutenanr, who is to be anſwerable tro his Major, for 
what he does thereanent; and both the Major and Leiurenant. are to obey 
the Licutenant-General, or Commander in Chicf of his Majeſties Forces, as 
they will be anſwerable.. _ =p 
IV. You are to order, that no Horſe once received and liſted, be changed, 
without conſent of the Leiuerenanr, and the allowance of his ſuperior Officer. 

V. You are to choice and liſt new Souldiers,' in place of theſe who ſhall be 
removed by Death, or infirgiry, or ſhall remove off the Ground, and ſend 
their names to their Leiutenanrs ; that theſe new liſted Souldiers be ſuf- 
ficient men for the Service, conform to the firſt AR of the ſecond Seſſion Par- 
lament 2. Charles 2. | 

VI. You are to appoint all theſe liſted within your Shire , to Rendezyous 
once in two Months, and to keep Legother cighe days, at ſuch Times and 
Places within the Shire, as the Major of Foot or the Lieutenant of Horſe ſhall 
appoint; and if the Rendezvous be wirhout the Shire at fuch Times and 
Places as the Leiutenant-General, or Commander in Chief ſhall appoint ; and 
the keeping of the Rendezyous once in rwo Months eight days togerhcr ſhall 
continue, until the Commander in Chief ſhall order ir otherwiſe. 
| VII. You areto order the Heretors to give allowance to the Horſemen and

IX. Each Leader of Horſe is to furniſh and uphold a ſufficient Horſe with 
his Furniture, for the ſpace of ſeven Years from their firſt Muſter; and at'the 
expiring of the ſeven Years, He and theſe of the Fraction with him are to 
contribute for another Horſe, not under the value of ten pounds Sterling , 
and fifty eight Inches high, and that a Horſe be provided accordingly, and io 
forth ar the expiring of each ſeven Years ſucceſſive. = 

X. You are to becareful that the perſons to be liſted for the Militia, Horſe 
or Foot , ſhall be able bodies of Men, fit for the ſervice; and that they be 
ſuch as the Muſter-maſter ſhall approve of, and who ſhall rake the Military 
Oaths appointed by A of Council, cach Rendezyous day, and ſuch Oaths 
as arc contained in the Articles of War. ' 

X1. The Herertors of your Shire are to pay their proportion of fourry on
